SHOULD REMOVE “SLUMS” 


Speaking of the working class 
of people who often have the 
poorest housing conditions, he 
pointed out that all large cities 
have been erasing their slum 
areas during the war, and Up- 
land, he hopes, will not be far 
behind in clearing some of her 
housing districts which present 
living standards far below nor- 
mal. 

The planning commission’s 
work in supervising changes that 
must come in the downtown area 
should always point toward 
beauty and _ practicability, he 
said. It is the commission's duty 
to see that some general plan is 
followed in that part of the com- 
munity, he said. 

The commission will study such 
problems as city parks and a 
civic center. He visualizes such 
a civic center that will include a 
new library and federal post of- 
fice building. All of these plans 
will require time, but he is op- 
timistic that all can be achieved.

The Upland News has asked lo- 
cal people for their yiews and they 
are informally reported as follows: 

Mrs. Una R. Winter—‘I will) 
not feel like celebrating. I will be 
very, very glad when it is over, but 
I feel so sorry for what is ahead 
of. the Germans and Japanese. 
Certainly, the end of the fighting 
in Europe twill be no time for re- 
velry. It will be a time for ser- 
ious thought. After all, we live in 
the same world with the Germans 
and Japanese.” 

John W. Shepperson — “When 
the time comes the celebration 
will probably be spontaneous. 
Everyone will celebrate, each in 
his and her own way. We will} 


bration. However, I think there 
is plenty of time to make. plans 
for a celebration. Look at the 
map and see how far it is from 
Paris to Germany.” 

Rev. Donald G. Stewart—‘“I 
think it wotld be fitting for the 
community to have a public meet- 
ing at which some qualified person 
could discuss the situation and 
consider ‘Where Do We Go Fiom 
Here?’

Early-Day 


Colony Dies at Age of 85 


Mah Wong is dead. 

His passing-means more than 
the death of an 85-year-old man. 
It means the end of the tommun- 
ity’s historic “(China Town.” 

On San Bernardino road there 
was a_settlement of Chinese~ as 
long as 50 years ago. Times have 
changed and Chinese no longer 
harvest the local citrus crop as 
they did-in those earlier years. 

Other types of work and other 
attractions reduced the Chinese 
population here. For the last sev- 
eral years Mah Wong, a typical 
friendly Chinaman with a charac- 
teristic happy greeting for all he 
met, has been living alone. 

He made daily trips from his 
small donftt¥e to the grocery store 
to buy with his limited cash that

which he wanted to eat. Friends, 
here and there, saw to it that he 
had a little cash to supplement 
that alloted aged residents by the 
county and state, Clothes were 
also given him and among his pos- 
sessions found last night \were six 
new shirts, which had never been 
unwrapped. 

“Andy” Ariza, who owned the 
property occupied by Mah Wong 
called Constable William Rupp of 
the Cucamonza tewnship when he 
found the lifeless form of the pio- 
neer (Chinese at 8 o’clock last 
night. His pass-port revealed the 
Oriental left his homeland at the 
age of 35 years and he had been 
living in Cucamonga since 1894.
